Talk of the Late 


War. 


THAT DEBT AND THE NEW HOME. 


Stirring Speeches by a Number of Well- 


Known Man. Fall in Line the Sub- 


ject. Singing by a Trio. Re- 


freshments Served. 


C. D. Sanford post held a stirring camp 


fire last night in Grand Army hall for its 
associate members, The fire was well at- 
tended and there were lots of speaking 
and plenty of refreshments. It was mid- 
night before the camp was cleared. 


The meeting was called to order by 


Commander J. Q. Irwin, who explained 
that the meeting was an open one and 
that it was arranged for the entertain- 
ment of the associate membership. To 
all he extended a very cordial welcome. 
He spoke concerning the intentionof hold- 
ing such meetings once a month and the 
obstacles that have prevented the hold- 
ins of them so far. 


The exercises were begun by the sing- 


ing of America. An intermission was 
then taken to allow for refreshments. Af- 
ter the refreshments Commander Erwin 
started the speaking by making a good 
address himself. He talked of the sub- 
ject of the evening "Fall in Line" and 
pointed out the difference of its meaning 
in the field and camp. He discussed tha 
peculiar significance of the command to 
the soldier and held it was as singificant 
today as back in the sixties. The soldier 
should fall in line to uphold the princi- 
ples the Grand Army represents. He had 
pleasant and encouraging words too 
about the Sons of Veterans, the Belief 
corps and the associate members. There 
are 80,000 sons he said ready to rally 
around the flag should it be threatened 
by traitors at home or loss from abroad. 
The Belief corps was especially com- 
mended for its helping hand. The asso- 
ciates, the speaker declared, have shown 
themselves deeply interested in the ob- 
jects that the Grand Army tries to sus- 
tain. 


The first speaker called upon was Com- 


rade A. W. Fulton. Mr. Fulton voiced 
the sentiments of some one else not him- 
He was called upon a day or two ago by 
the chairman of the meeting who said the 
old boys should be represented at the 
meeting, say something, he said, but dort't 
talk on politics, business or religion. Talk 
about what you know of the field, camp 
life or the old soldier. He talked about 
soldier life and falling in line. He went 
back to '61 when Somter was fired upon 
and the call for men was issued from the 
martyr president. He pictured recruit- 
ing, falling 
in for drill, falling in

of a ship, for new camps, for drill and 
many routine things. Spring has come 
and the army must attack Richmond. 
Soon comes the distant roll of guns and 
then it is fall in for picket.

of the enemy was graphically described 
and the terrors of battle also. 
Hospital 


scenes were given and prison life touched 
upou. Mr. Fulton made his talk very 
interesting by following in story five sol- 
diers through the war and the telling of 
the experience that number of men had 
encountered. 
Evidently the men Mr. 


Fulton designated by numbers from one 
to five really existed for the old veterans 
around seemed to recognize the pictures. 
In fact Mr. Fulton at the end of his talk 
admitted they were not imaginary men 
he had talked about almost half of them 
he said were in the room. 


Rev. F. D. Penney was called on and 


said the calling on him was a tee-total 
surprise. He wondered how the subject 
falling in, would strike Henry Orr; it 
would be a grave subject to him. The 
serious side of the subject was by all 
means the biggest half. What is there 
about all these gatherings that makes 
them all interesting ? The stories are al- 
ways fresh. I wish the next comrade 
would tell aa why. Where is the spot in 
ynur own nature that is always touched 
by the same emotion, the same great 
principles? He spoke of that part of Har- 
rison's story in the Ladies Home Journal 
where he said he liked to remember the 
flag as when he saw it one dark night in 
Newport harbor and pointed out his way. 
Mr. Penney said he believed it was what 
that flag represented that made the old 
stories always interesting. 


II. A. Tower was called upon to explain 


that something Mr. Penney spoke of. He 
was sure some would have been disap- 
pointed if he had not been called upon to 
say something, but was also sure a greater 
majority would be disappointed to find 
out be had said nothing when he had said 
lots. Concerning the subject of the war 
he said the half was never told and he did 
not propose to tackle the other half. Out 
of every 100 that went to the war, accord- 
ing to the story of the five, twenty would 
be killed, forty would not be scratched. 
But the forty drank the same water and 
had the same forced marches the others 
had, and that forty would be broken down 
very much sooner in health than if they 
had not suffered the privations. He wished 
every man who had such experiences 
could draw a pension. He expects that 
the new cit} government will fall into line 
for the best. If the candidates for school 
committee were present he would have 
lectured to them. We want no history in 
the schools that is tainted with treason. 
We don't want our children taught to 
believe both sides were near about right. 
The Grand Army of the Eepublic should 
be the highest type of American citizen- 
ship. This community has got to fall into 
line pretty quick or the charter of San- 
ford post will soon be surrendered and it 
will not be honored with a Grand Army 
post. The post has paid out much money 
to needy members and jou may say, why 
did you do it ? The ties that bind the old 
members together are as hard to under- 
stand as that which Mr. Penney spoke 
about. The post is owing ?5,000, and it is 
» heavy load. The hall the post now 
occupies is good, but not the proper one. 
We don't want to pay ?25 a month any 
longer than we can help. If the {15,000 is 
not wiped out soon we will consider you 
are goiug to dispatch us. 


I. F. Hill spoke and addressed the sol- 


diers as comrades. His mind went back 
to his boyhoojl days and he remembered 
how he ran home from the postoffice to 


tell his people bow Sutnter had been fired 
on. Then he saw some of the "Falling in 
Line." It was a surprise to the South to 
see so many flood to fight the rebels. 
He 


remembered the feeling of dread that 
hung when the first shot was fired. The 
feeling was that the men wouldn't fall in. 
But they did, and why? From 1830 there 
was an education going on, the young 
men were educated to fall in line. The- 
children at their mother's knee and in 
the school were bring educated in patriot- 
ism. That was what surprised thu North 
and South and made the men i'all in line. 
That patriotism must be preserved. He 
does not like to hear talk of the new city 
as a business corporation. Who will de- 
fend a business corporation. "A lawyer," 
A. J. Withercll said. 
'-That's good," 


remarked Mr. Hall, ''but not many law- 
yers went to the front as soldiers. 1 tufnlc 
seventy per cent of cuiigre^s is lawyers, 
but that percent of the Union army was 
not lawyers.

He made a plea for good literature, 
literature that would exert an influence, 
of patriotism and this brotherhood. He 
said the public schools were doing more 
in this way than manv th:r.i:. Let us try 
to iterate our children so that they may 
be better than us. Let us get a little ad- 
vanced and teach our children something 
of human brotherhood. He related a 
story of a man who exiled on him the 
other day and found fault because he bad 
to send his boy to school. He quoted tlic 
superintendent of instruction of Paris 
who explained Germany taught France a 
lesson onee and since then every child of 
the republic is put into school and taught 
to love France. 


At this juncture a trio of the Sons of Vet- 


erans rendered a medley of songs very 
effectively. They were applauded loudly 
and had to sing again. 


George M. Darby, who had never had 


the pleasure of speaking to the Grand 
Army before, believed the organization 
w as teaching a grand lesson in patriot- 
ism. He was sorry to hear Brother Tower 
asking that the post and its allied soci- 
eties should be dispatched. That should 
not be. He remembered Charles D. Sin- 
ford. Mr. Sanford was a school mate of 
his. He to!d a story that Mr. Sanford re- 
lated when he came home once on a fur- 
• lough. It was that on a march from New- 
bern he saw a rebel look down a rifle bar- 
rel at him. A comrade 
behind him 


"dropped" the rebel before he had time 
to fire. It was the feeling that prompted 
this man's act that holds us together, a 
common sympathy. Mr. Birby wished 
that many young men could be present 
and hear the stories of the war. 
He 


thought these stories would stop jingoism 
and increase patriotism. 
He sopke of 


large buildings that have been erected 
here and elsewhere out of sentiment and 
he thought the G. A. R. should have a 
building in this town. 


Rev. John C. Tabbetts spoke of his war 


experiences and war recollections. He re- 
membsred when the war broke out. His 
elder brother was in the battle of Shiloh 
and was almost mortally wounded. He 
was living in a New England village at 
that time. Mr. Tebbetts related some in- 
teresting stories of those times and said he 
believed that the present appeal of the 
Grand Army would be heeded. He was 
sure that the people of this city would not 
deny them. He believes the Grand Army 
represents a good deal and he wishes it to 
live long for the principles for which it 
stands. 


M. V. N. Braman, who was called a gal- 


vanized comrade by his brother, said if 
there is anything he would like to have 
upon his coat it is that little brown button 
men wear. It is the greatest emblem that 
swcrn. To the men that wear it there 
hould be given the very best things in 
American society. He wished the Grand 
4.rmy would take in band some reforma- 
,ion of the immigration Jaws. He be- 
ieved it would be successful. He thanked 
,he Grand Army for its hospitality and 
hoped to enjoy it often. He hoped the 
rmy would soon have a home of it3 own. 
Comrade Amidon, No. 1 whom Mr. Ful- 
on talked about, said a very few words. 
It would take too long he said to recount 
lis army experience. The members of 
ie Grand Army have traveled much on 
leir record. Admitting that because the 


men at the front braved death and deserve 
ood things for it he believes that above 
1 it is a good moral character on which 
ie members of the Grand Army should 
sk for recognition. He believed 
the 


uth was wrong and the children should 


tie taught so. 


I. F. Hall invited some of the old 
Idiers to come and talk to the children 
' the evening schools about the war. 
A. J. Witherell believes it was a com- 


bined spirit that sent the men to the 
ront. It was the combined spirit of our 
Igrim fathers and the spirit of '76 that 
nt them down. The spirit of '95 is the 
irit of our Pilgrim fathers, of '76 and '61 
! boiled down. 
Capta n Potter took exceptions to the 
atements about lawyers fighting for 
rporations. He showed that a corpora- 


.ions is as a single person and is entitled 
,o the same rights. Mr. Potter considered 
Mr. Tower's financial views and said he 
was everything providing the money 
rolled into the Grand Array treasury. The 
bond of comradeship tbat exists between 
the old soldiers was touched upon. The 
purpose of the Sons of Veterans was 
talked about by Mr. Potter. The sons he 
said, are only in training yet, but when 
the time comes for them to show it

who went to the front in '61. He spoke of 
the ladies and said they were a great help 
in the time of the war and are now help- 
ing the Grand Army to perform its work.

A. W. Fulton then spoke touchingly

Rlackinton people think tbat I ought to 
inform the voters of the town of the 
peculiar conditions under which 
the 


schools in the Blackinton union district 
are conducted, which conditions arc not j 
generally understood. 
At the risk o f ' 


being charged with "blowing my own 
horn," perhaps, I reluctantly <lo so. 


In the year 1S3S, on the petition of Dr. 


John Bascoin and myself, representing 
school committees of VViliiainstown and 
Adams, tiie legislature pissed a law cs 
tablistiing a union graded school in Black- 
inton, defining the bounds of a district 
including Grcyloek village and Blnckin- 
ton, reaching to the Harrison farm on 
the east and to the road running from the 
residence of Henry I'helps in Willlnins- 
town to tha Notch, on the west. 


At that time each town maintained a 


small, ungraded school at the east and 
west limits of Blackintoti. 
In 1873 the 


two towns accepted the provisions of the 
law passed in ISIkS and built a four-room 
school bouse near the Blackinton church, 
into which were gathered the .school chil- 
dren of the union district. 
Since that 


time a building containing two *ehool 
rooms and a largo hall has been added to 
the Blackinton plant, and a two-room 
building put up in Ureylock. The union 
district now lias eight schools, well grad- 
ed, over 30(1 pupils, and a high school de- 
partment litting pupils for the junior year 
in Drury high school, all comfortably 
housed in buildings heated and ventilated 
in accordance with modern requirements. 
Two members of the school committees, 
one 
from 
each 
town, 
have 
en- 


tire charge of 
these 
schools. 
Th« 
present member from North Adams in 
charge, by reason of being on the ground, 
is obliged to act as committee on rules 
and regulations, teachers and salaries, 
books and supplies and repairs, as well as 
the granting of school certificates, and 
there is scarcely a day during term time 
in which he is not called upon for some- 
thing in connection with the running of 
the schools. Furthermore, he is obliged 
to advance the teacher:' salaries and 
school expenses through the term, draw- 
ing approximate turns from the towns, 
and at the end of terms make out his bills 
against the towns, assessing them for 
teachers' salaries and supplies in propor- 
tion to the scholars furnished by each, 
and for repairs in proportion to the taxa- 
ble property and polls belonging to each 
town in the union district. In making 
out certificates permitting children to 
work, the child and its parent mu&t ap- 
pear in person before the officer granting 
same. In many cases parents whose chil- 
dren are not entitled to certificates, not 
having attended school the requisite time, 
will ask as a special favor that the chil- 
dren be permitted to work on account of 
pressing need of their services. Suo!i | 
cases, to be handled with discrimination, 
without oppressing poor people who are 
really needy, and without being imposed 
upon by those who are not needy, but 
greedy, should be in care of some one on 
the grounds who is familiar with the con- 
dition of the applicants.

comes apparent when partieninr instances 
are cited. 


Take as an example1 the stite of JTaine. 


Ko other state in the t'nion is so strong 
on the Door of the national congress 
though she lias !>ut six men in ail to rep- 
resent her. 
In 1SS1 Ilannibfll Hamlin and 


James G. Elaine were snrceedednstTnited 
States senators from Maine hy Eugene 
Hale and William P. Fryc, respectively, 
nnd the terras of the t'vo Mninc .senators 
will not terminate lint I 1Sf« and 1001 re- 
spectively. JCaeh of these had enjoyed a 
long previous experience in the house. 
Of Maine's congressmen, Speaker Reed 
entered the house in "o77, and lias there- 
fore served in nine congresses beside the 
present one. Congressmen DingJey and 
Eo'jtelle have been members of the house 
f:;>ice iSSl, TMngley having been elected to 
succeed Fr3'e upon Uie lattcr's election to 
tuos.;rc.te. Congressman Seth L. Milli- 
kan was elected to the f'orty-oisfath 
con- 


gress in 3S33 and his service in the house 
has been continuous to the present time. 
It appears 
from 
this summary that 


Spsaker Reed has been re-elected to 
con- 


gress nine times, Dingley and Bontelle 
seven times, and Hillikcn six times, and 
that there has not been a change in 
Maine's entire delegation to congress for 
twelve years. 


Vermont has long followed Maine's 


policy of keeping good men continuously 
in congress. Few states can present a 
more brilliant array of United States sen- 
ators than Collamer, Poote, Pfcelps, Pren- 
tiss and Edmunds, who have represented 
Vermont in the upper house, and the 
present distinguished senators, Merrill 
and Proctor. These brilliant men were 
brought out and schooled by long terms 
in congress. 


As an example of what single districts 


way accomplish we recall the famous 
wegtfn reserve districts of Ohio. No 
congressional districts in the country, per- 
haps, have so steadfastly held to the prin- 
ciple of long terms for its congressmen, 
and who are the public men that have 
been brought out in this section of the 
country ? Among them are the names of 
Benjamin Wade, Joshua R. Oiddings, 
James A. Qarfield, Rutherford Hayesand 
William McKinley.

Against the Memorial Building. 


The first meeting of the high school De- 


bating club, Friday evening was very suc- 
cessful, thirty pupils being present and 
taking part in the discussion. 
Principal 


Hull spoke shortly, acquainting the young 
people with some of the rudimentary 
points of parliamentary law. 
Then the 


question: '-Resolved, that the town of Ad- 
ams should appropriate $20,000 for a lib- 
rary and memorial building-," was taken 
up. Miss Celia Richmond was chosen 
judge. 


Miss Madge Anthony opened the ques- 


tion, stating that we have a duty to per- 
form for the Grand Army for what they 
have done. Such a building as proposed 
would be a monument to their memory 
and it would tend to keep young men and 
women fromt he street. After the Grand 
Army was no more their portion of the 
building might be used as an atheneum. 


Harris M. Richmond contended that 


the 
library should not be connect- 


ed with the memorial building, as after 
the Grand Army's termination, the Sons 
of Veterans, Ladies' Aid and other simi- 
lar associations would desire to keep the 
building. 


Another strong point made by Mr. Rich- 


mond was that the towa has already bor- 
rowed within $30,000 or $40,000 of what 
they are allowed to borrow, by state law. 
We need a new water s jpply and the town 
cannot appropriate a sufficient sum for 
both. 


J. Frank Russell's idea was that the 


question of water supply should not stand 
in the way of this movement. 


Miss Christine Sayles spoke very much 


in the same spirit as Mr. Richmond and 
thought the citizens should give a library 
building to the town and it should stand 
as a memorial. 


The other leaders present, Miss Jessie 


Fairfield, Burton Kelly and Miss Bessie 
Brown voiced the sentiment of the other 
members of the club spoke shortly and 
made many points. 


Miss Richmond decided that the nega- 


tive had the better of the argument. 


Thursday's Accident. 


After the terrible accident of Thursday

WEEHLV TRADE ftEVIEW 


Shews but little Improvement Over tha Past 


Few Weeks. 


Nsw YORK, DJC. 14.—R. G. Duu & Co.'a 


weekly review o£ trade sayu: It has been 
l very quiet weok, without any disturb- 
»nce. Prices of manufactured products 
ilowly recede from the high watur mark 
t>f speculation, and no material increase 
M demand i.s now expected until after the 
holidays, but thure is general confidence 
that greater activity will thuu appear, and 
thai works which have stopped a little 
earlier than usual will n;,'ain be called 
Into operation. 


The govern ment crop report caused 


scarcely a ripple of tulrmst, though indi- 
cating less than 6,400,QOCi bales of cotton, 
and a larger acreage than had been ex- 
pected of winter wheat. Tlio groat sup- 
plies of cotton brought over from previous 
years render it unimportant whether the 
yield of 1895 wns 7,000,000 or (i,(XX),OJO bales, 
except as uff^ctiug future planting, anil 
tli~j extensive organizations of planters to 
Ueep back their cotton deprive small re- 
ceipts of their natural influence. Whether 
trom that cause or not, receipts have been 
over 40 per ceut smaller than last year, 
but taking's of spinners and exports a,re 
also smaller. The prina rose 3-16 cent, ami 
•lo«o 1 at, 8 5 per cent. 


The shoe manufacture is getting rather 


more new business, mainly in cheaper 
goods, by .1 reduction in pricrss which 
has averaged nearly 4 per cent since tho 
last week of November. For split shoes, 
men's and women's, there is considerable 
demand, and for brogans at, $1, while or- 
ders for wai and kip boots and shoes are 
more frequent, though small. Shipments 
for December thus far have been 12^ per 
ceuh more than last year. The demand 
for leather is a little better, with prices 
averagings per cent lower for the week, 
though unchanged as to hemlock sole.

Against Street Car Malls. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 14.—At the meeting 


of the American Federation of Labor yes- 
terday, the committee ou resolutions re- 
ported a resolution against the carrying of 


i mails on street cars until they were owned 


by the government. The object of the 
resolution was to free street railroad em- 
ployes from the obligations imposed upon 
them by tho fedeial laws, which restrict 
the right of meu employed by corporations 
carrying the mails to strike. In the caso 
of a strike by tho street car employes of 
roads carrying the mails, the men, it was 
contended, would Iw subject to arrest for 
obstructing the carriage of mails. There 
was n Ions debate over tho matter, and 
finally the convention voted in favor of 
the resolution agaius»''c»rrying the mail; 
on street cars.
